The meeting of the Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee 
convened at 7:30 Pe Me in the office of the Board of County Commissioners, 
Court House, Astoria. 

Meeting called to order by the Chairman, Ed Harveye 

Present were: Clarence Sigurdson, Margaret Green, Dorothy Wootton, 

Dr. Ed Harvey, Ned Thorndike, Russell Dark, George 
| Fulton, and Helen C. Griffith. 
Also present for the evening was a guest, Je O. Byron from Seaside. 

It was moved by George Fulton and seconded by Dorothy Wootton that the 
minutes of the May 17, 1971 meeting be accepted as corrected. Motion 
carried. 

Clarence Sigurdson introduced J. 0. Byron, an accountant in Seaside, 
to the membership. Mr. Byron stated that he had brought several items of 
historical interest to the meeting for the committee members to view. Mr. 
Byron collects old newspaper items and will eventually give the important 
ones away to different museums . 

Mr. Sigurdson had asked Commander Asquith to attend the meeting tonight 
but was unable to do so at this time. Commander Asquith was in the Coast 
Guard. 

Dorothy Wootton reported on Chitwood and suggested that a marker be 
placed at the top of Coxcomb Hill. Miss Wootton met with May Miller and George 
Fulton in Mr. Fulton's office. It was suggested by George Fulton that some 
civic group might become interested in this marker and take it on asa 
project. George Fulton will go ahead and see to the completion of the 
marker, bringing the progress of his work to the committee. 

Ned Thorndike to take up the matter of placement of the marker on 
Coxcomb Hill with the city officials. 

Clarence Sigurdson will further pursue the matter of the D. Ke Warren 
house. 


The Westport Tunnel came under discussion again. The members discussed 


the signs and the poor condition of the tunnel floor. George Fulton says 


the tunnel is privately owned. 

It was moved by George Fulton and seconded by Margaret Green that the 
attached lists of suggested members for the Clatsop County Historical Advisory 
Committee be presented to the Board of County Commissioners as a recommendation 
from said committee for an Order of the Board to correct and add to the 


membership of the Historical Advisory Committee. Motion carried. 
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Margaret Green presented the roughed out sign by Arvid Wuonola, 
giving the membership an idea of the sign to be placed at the State 
Park near Austin Point. 

Mrs. Green explained that a copy is to go to Dave Talbot, being 
delivered to him by Ed Harvey. Also, said Mrs. Green, can we put up 
the sign temporarily or permanently or would the State Parks Department 
like to put it up on our markers or on theirs? If someone should come 
from the Portland office, call Mrs. Green. The sign will be three by 
five feet in size. Any unnecessary words will be deleted, the arrows 
will be shortened and legends condensed. 

Clarence Sigurdson mentioned that he and his wife went through the 
museum in Vernonia and suggested that anyone having a chance to do so 
should take advantage of the opportunity pad icresnen it also. 

At this point the meeting recessed while those present enjoyed a 
few of Mr. Byron's favorite poems, which had been written by him and 
which he also read. 

Ed Harvey reported on plans which are being made, working toward 
the bi-centennial of the Lewis & Clark Expedition. He stated that the 
IED is preparing a kit, available to teachers, for grades 4 through 6, 
in teaching Lewis & Clark to the students. The kit will also contain 
slides, transparencies, maps and charts of Clatsop, artifacts, a guide 
for the teacher, and several guides for the students. The material for 
the kits will cost $100.00 - 2 teachers for $50.00 each (teachers will 
work on all of the material to go into the kits). Dr. Harvey suggested 
that the Advisory Committee provide the $200.00 required. This matter 
was taken under advisement as there is some question as to whether or not 
the Advisory Committee could recommend that the County expend such an 
amount from county funds. 

Margaret Green presented information on the triangular piece of land 
near Hauke's store, as being the spot where the first custom house was 
built. It was suggested that a plaque or a bench be put up at this spot. 
George Fulton recommanded that the matter be presented to the County 
Commission for negotiatim with the City of Astoria to see what can be done 
about a marker being established st the site of the First Custom House. 


The committee was in agreement with the said recommendation.

the Astoria Library has only one book on Clatsdp County, by Miller. 
There was no mention of the first Cannon Beach Postoffice. With the help 
of the Librarian we unearthed several volumns of index of The Oregonian 
Historical Quartly. One of these contained the proof that the Post 
Office was established May 29th 1891, at the place Margaret Green has- 
designated. The Postmaster was James P. Austin. He died in 1885 and his 
wife carried on until the post office was abandoned xm on November 30 
F9OL% 


The RFD took over until Nov. 25 1910, the post office was then moved to 
"Ecola", later changed to Cannon Beach, 


At the time of the Austin PO, the entire area of Arch Cape, Tolovana Park 
and KARKKAX Ecola were all known as Cannon Beach, 


I have verified through Mr. Morris Adair the following. 

Phe first point south of Hug Point is Adair Point, the next soutisis 
Meriwether Point, named after Meriwether Lewis, the next south is 
Austin Point and the rock just south of Austin Point is Austin Rock, 


I would like to see a marker placed at the foot of the Hug Point parking 
area to inform the public of these names, 


Mr. Adair has made a thorough study of our area. He first came here in 
1889, his father Sam Adair had drawn lots with thirteen other men to 

decide who would have fisrt draw on the property from Arch Cave creek to 
Chapman Point. Mr. Adair drew the vroperty where the Hug Point park now is. 
His Mother named the Meriwether Point, and it was just natural to name 

_.the point with the cave and waterfall Adair. Mr. Morris Adair calls the 
claim "Fathers preemption”.. ‘ Sd

The meeting of the Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee 
convened at 7:30 o'clock Pe Me. in the office of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Court House, Astoriae 

Meeting called to order by the Chairman, Ed Harvey. 

Present were: George Fulton, Clarence Sigurdson, Margaret Green, 

Dorothy Wootton, Russell Bristow, Betty Snow, Travis 
Tyrrell, Eli McConkey, Bill Foster, Ed Harvey, and 
Helen C. Griffith. 

Also attending were Paul Haertel from Fort Clatsop National Memorial, 
Irene Tyrrell, and Russell Dark. 

It was moved by George Fulton and seconded by Bill Foster that the 
minutes of February 15, 1971 be accepted as presented. Motion carried. 

Secretary informed that the correct spelling of point in Cannon 
Beach is Meriwether. 

The recommendation of the Historical Advisory Committee to the Board 
of County Commissioners was denied by the Board, with reference to partici- 
pation, financially, in the completion of tree planting and fencing of the 
Astoria Pioneer Cemetery. Chairman Ed Harvey had been made aware of this 
result and had talked with several individuals with the result that $125.00 
is needed to complete the work at the cemetery. Dr. Harvey is confident 
that these necessary funds will be received shortly. 

Dr. Harvey reported that the trees were planted a week ago today. The 
small trees were planted by the City with instructions from Ed Harvey as to 
proper method of doing same. Chuck Wood of Crown Zellerbach stated that for the 
first year or two the trees would be brown, but they are not dead, just dormant. 
They will come back. : 

The Advisory Committee on Memberships - Eli McConkey, Carl Labiske, and 
Irene Altstadt, have not met as yet but will be getting together soon, 

Dr. Paul Sullivan owns property where Austin House stood, according to 
Margaret Green and Betty Snow. They did not know if Sullivans would allow. 
marker at corner of property or not since they have not attempted to talk 
with Dr. Sullivan. 

Betty Snow mentioned that Adair Point is one south of Hug Point, second 
is Meriwether, and third is Austin Poitn and Austin Rock. A marker could be 
made at the trail going to the beach. These points were named by Mr. Samuel 
Adair and Betty and Margaret will get the exact dates on these. Betty Snow 


- says she will get the information on these and have them ready for the next 


ae 
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meeting. Chairman Ed Harvey suggested that Betty write to Wendell 
Wyatt, asking for his cooperation in getting the information from 
the post office department for us. 

Travis Tyrrell said that the area was all surveyed in 1891. The 
County Engineer should probably have a copy of the field notes. Betty 
Snow will contact the engineer's office for information. 

Discussion was held, among the members, on the history of the 
court house, its erection and completion. 

At last Lewis & Clark meeting they did hold off nominating any 
further people until our committee is further established. At the 
moment just standing still. 

Bill Foster is to show Clarence Sigurdson where the Pease house 
is located at Skipanon. 

Margaret Green and Eli McConkey to look into the records with 
reference to the first court House, as to the place where it was built, 
etc. 

Paul Haertel said there was no damage done to Fort Clatsop National 
Memorial or buildings from the recent storms. There was just cleanup 
work to be done and this the staff will be doing during the summer months. 
There are extra people put on the staff during the summer. 

Mr. Haertel explained that they dress one of the rangers in the 
buckskin and he explains the use of the muskets, as used by Lewis & Clark, 
and gives a demonstration. They have had fifty to seventy-five people at 
each demonstration, with about seven presentations per day. They have done 
this on the weekends in the past, but will attempt to do this on an 
expanded basis during the coming year. Travel has been quite good, with 
116,000 visitors last year and with the present indications, close to 140,000 
visitors this year. They will probably need more signs to point the way 
to the Fort. It was felt that they should change the type of sign also, to 
explain to travelers what Fort Clatsop is. 

Genevieve Butterfield Young (Mrs. Tom Young) had written many historical 
volumes and Margaret Green said that when Mrse Young would have had them in 


a finished state, she had wanted them to go to the Clatsop County Historical 


Society. 
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There being no further business to come before the membership 


at this time, the meeting adjourned.

The meeting of the Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee 
convened at 7:00 o'clock P. M. in the office of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Court House, Astoriae 

Meeting called to order by the Chairman, Ed Harvey. 

Present were: Eli McConkey, Carl Labiske, Irene Altstadt, Betty Snow, 

Dr. Ed Harvey, Bill Foster, George Fulton, Helen Griffith, 
Commissioner Hiram C. Johnson, Margaret Green, and 
Russell Darke 

Chairman Ed Harvey asked Commissioner. Johnson for a true list of the 
membership and resource material. This will take a bit of research, since 
some members are deceased, some have resigned, and others accepted as members 
without direct appointment of the Board of Commissioners. 

. Secretary. was asked to‘send a letter to Kenneth Neff, thanking him for 
his work done on the committee and letting him know we are sorry to see him 
B06 f : ; 

The Chairman, Ed Harvey, asked the secretary to check the files to see 
if thank you letters had been mailed to Bumble Bee and Dick Jensen of Pacific 
Northwest Bell, for the assistance given at the time the Astoria Pioneer 
Cemetery was made presentable for the public and a marker installed. 

Chairman Ed Harvey stated that he feels we should finish the job which 
was started: on the Astoria Pioneer Cemeterye Mentioned that we could get some 
kind of cedar trees as a backdrop on the East side of the cemetery. These 
should be planted sometime in February or early March so they can take hold 
and grow. This comment was made by Chuck Woods of Crown Zellerbach, who would 
furnish the trees. The city will drill holes and plant the trees so the lawn 
mower can go underneath them and then the city can take care of watering also. 

George Fulton explained an article shown in a magazine put out by the 
Monument Builders of the United States, as being a four page spread on the 
landmark prepared by Thompson's Granite Works, commemorating the Japanese 
shelling of the American mainland during World War IIe A copy was made of 
the article, to be incorporated in the records of the Historical Advisory 
Committee. 

Getting back to the matter of the Astoria Pioneer Cemetery, Betty Snow 
felt an explanation should be given as to why the situation had arrived at its 
present status. Mrs. Snow said the Committee voted it down because there were 


_those who felt we had spent too much money in one place and we should now:go 
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into some other field; however, Betty Snow feels, also, that this project 
should be finished. There was considerable discussion which followed with 
the following action taken: 

It was moved by Irene Altstadt and seconded by Betty Snow that the Clatsop 
County Historical Advisory Committee recommend to the Board of County 
Commissioners that the Committee complete the Astoria Pioneer Cemetery job 
by putting up $150.00, which will be added to the $150.00 from the City of 
Astoria, plus the balance of over $200.00 from Dre Ed Harveys The Motion 
carred, with George Fulton and Bill Foster voting NO. 

Betty Snow introduced Margaret Green, our guest for the evenings Mrse 
Green shared some of her knowledge of the Cannon Beach area with the members, 
bringing to us information on the Austin House in Cannon View Parke Much of 
her information had been set out in an article previously prepared by her 
brother, Delbert Griffin, and in which Margaret Green collaborated. The Austin 
House was the first post office in thesareae Mre Adair has sent a map of 
where he thinks the Austin House was located; however, Betty Snow and Margaret 
Green will walk the area and try to get a better check on the location. 

'Margaret*Green said that Cannon Beach has been her second home for many ' 
years. She started going there when she was about four months olde Mrs. 
Green had, with her, some pictures of the Austin House. The postal carrierg 
from Tillamook would bring the mail to the Austin House and the carrier from 
the North would also bring the mail down this far, the mail then being sorted 
and forwarded on in its respective directions. The Post Office was established 
at Austin House on May 29, 1891. 

. Mrs. Green mentioned that the article also referred to the fact that there 


were three cannons on the foredeck of the Shark, which was washed ashore at 


- Cannon Beach. 


Margaret Green showed pictures of: 
1, the Cannon in front of the Austin House. be 
2. Margaret (Griffin) Green and Delbert Griffin walking over Hug 
Point to the Austin House. 
E | ~ 3. 1892, 1900, and 1921 Griffin houses built in Cannon Beach, ° 
A question was asked on the names of the Points in Cannon Beach area and 
Mrse Green said one was known as Adair Point, and this was just south of the 


waterfall. ‘Betty Snow said that Mr. Adair had mentioned, in his letter to fers 


ae Point, Adair Faint, Merriwether Point, and Austin Point. 
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Margaret Green said that Delbert stated in his article that the Austin 
Place was just about 1/4 mile South of the last point. 

It was suggested that perhaps a marker could be placed on the highway and 
then one down at the site, closer to where the post office was located; however, 
this will have to be checked since this property is now privately owned and it 
is not known whether the owners would care to have tourists appearing there. 

Betty Snow said the different points, such as Sylvan Point, Hug Point, 
etce, should be marked so that the names would not be lost to Oregon. Perhaps 
the State of Oregon Highway Department would put these up with the proper 
information being supplied for them. 

Margaret Green stated that the Austin family had no children. James Fe 
Austin was the name of the owner and building of the Austin House. 

Ed Harvey says that if we can authenticate these spots it shouldn't cost 
more than $3.00 or $4.00 for each sign. 

Mr. Adair had written a very comprehensive letter to Betty Snow, on local 
history, and if Mr. Adair will give his permission to do so, a copy of the 
letter, at least, will be included in the files of the Historical Advisory 
Committee in order that they not be lost to Oregon. 

» & discussion was also held with reference to Muddy Creek, and a possibles ° 
marker for said Creeke 

Betty Snow mentioned that Chuck Miles reported Mr. Adair's stating that at 
Indian Beach there is a cable wrapped around a tree. This helped get the 
telephone line from Tillamook Rock to the mainland. This still exists. It is 
at first or second turn after crossing the eee It was made fast to the 
tree in 1895 by Mr. Adair's father, who was employed by the United States 
Engineers as consultation foreman of Columbia River Jetty.

December 19, 1907 the Astoria and 
Columbia River R.R. was acquired by 
Hill for the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific for $5,000,000, about twice 
the cost of construction. Headquarters 
were moved from Astoria to Portland, 
but operation continued in the name of 
the A&CR. In 1911 the line was turned 
over to the SP&S Ry. and became the 
Astoria Division, now known as_ the 
SP&S 6th Subdivision, Right-of-way was 
bought up quietly during the early 1900s, 
and construction of the SP&S Ry. started 
at Kennewick, Wash. in the fall of 1905.

Vernonia. The history of this line is 
indicative of carly century rail contruc- 
tion in the area and the Hill interests’ 
methods of acquisition to form a com- 
bined operation. Although only 30 
miles long, this Vernonia line was made 
up from two earlier railroad companies: 
The United Railway Company pur- 
chased in 1911, and Portland, Astoria 
and Pacific Railway acquired in 1921. 


Perhaps the most dramatic and spec-- 


tacular portion of the SP&S Ry. is its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, the Oregon 
Trunk Ry. Incorporated in the State of 
Washington in 1909, its construction 
from the outset was a joint effort of 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
under the control of Hill to compete with 
Harriman interests in developing the 
West through railroad Brnansisn. Tak- 
ing off from the SP&S mainline at Wish- 
ram, Wash., it crosses the Columbia 
River at the site of the former Celilo 
Fal!s, now submerged by The Dalles 
Dam pool, and follows up the Deschutes 
River to Bend, 150 miles. 


Open War at Times 


Construction was started in 1909 and 

carried out in a neck-and-neck race, fre- 
ice breaking into open warfare with 
the Deschutes R.R. Co. (Union Pacific) 
construction forces building a paralleling 
line on the opposite bank of the river. 
By the time Metolius was reached, the 
parties in realization of the economic 
waste of such duplicated efforts, reached 
agreement on a joint operation over a 
single line which the Oregon Trunk con- 
structed on into Bend. 

Since then, the Great Northern has 
built south from Bend to Bieber, Cali- 
fornia, where a connection with the 
Western Pacific has, in part at least, ful- 
filled Jim Hill’s dream of a railroad to 
California. 

- The Oregon Electric Railway was 
started with the incorporation Novem- 
ber 10, 1905 of the Willamette Valley 
Traction Co. Construction started at Sa- 


ari6 
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lem, December 11, but not very much 
was done until after the line was taken 
over by the Oregon Electric Railway. 
The O.E. was incorporated May -14, 
1906, and in September obtained the 
franchises and other property of the Wil- 
lamette Valley Traction Company. 

The line between Portland and Salem 
Was completed in December, 1907, and 
regular passenger service commenced 
January 1, 1908, and became part of the 
Hill System in 1910. In 1912, the Ore- 
20n Electric was extended to Albany and 
Eugene, and in 1914 the Forest Grove 
Division was completed to provide ser- 
vice to Beaverton, Hillsboro and Forest 
Grove. 

52 Trains a Day 

As a passenger carrier, the line be- 
came immediately popular, and as many 
as 52 trains a day were required in 1914 
to handle the commuting suburbanites 
between their country homes and Port- 
land, as well as travelers making longer 
trips from and to Salem, Albany and 
Eugene. 

As highways were built paralleling the 
electric line, passenger traflic gradually 
declined to the vanishing point and dis- 
continuance in May, 1933. 

Construction of the Albany and Sweet 
Home Branch of the Oregon Electric 
was completed in 1932, and the volume 
of freight traffic increased rapidly with 
the output of sawmills, plywood plants 
and other industrial developments. To- 
day, long freight trains from the Willam- 
ette Valley are hauled by modern diesel- 


electric locomotives to Portland and 
thence over the SP&S, G.N., N.P. and 


Burlington JLines—a 25,000 mile system 
of affiliated railroads extending to the Pa- 
cific Ocean at the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River to Puget Sound, and eastward 
to Lake Superior, Lake Michigan, the 
Mississippi River and to the Gulf of 
Mexico. A merger of the four roads has 
been approved by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but that decision is 
presently being reviewed by a three-judge 
panel appointed by the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court. 
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Pacific Fruit Express 
Orders 1200 ‘Cool’ Cars 

Pacific Fruit Express, refrigerator car 
transportation service, jointly owned by 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific, has 
announced placement of an order for 
1,200 new multi-purpose mechanical 
refrigerator cars to add to its fleet of 
6,900 of the large cars acquired during 
the past six years. The new units will, 
according to L. D. Schley, the vice 
president and general manager of PFE, 
increase the firm's total mechanical 
“reefer” operation to almost 10,700 cars. 

Schley said that with a 70-ton payload 
and over 4,000 cubic feet of load space, 
the new 50-footers will provide shippers 
of fresh and frozen perishables with the 
lowest cost per package, for heavy load- 
ings, in transportation today. 

The first cars are scheduled for de- 
livery by Pacific Car and Foundry, Ren- 
ton, Wash., by February 1969, and the 
entire order by the end of May. 

In addition to self-contained diesel re- 
frigeration units and foamed-in-place in- 
sulation, Schley said the new cars will 
have 10'%4-foot wide doors to facilitate 
loading by lift truck and other mechan- 
ical systems. 

Loads will be locked in place bv a 
wall-to-wall, floor-to-ceiling movable 
gate arrangement to reduce lading dam- 
age. Additional protection is provided 
by impact - absorbing cushion under- 
frames. 

The high-capacity diesel-electric re- 
frigeration systems will maintain a con- 
stant temperature at any predetermined 
setting from below zero to plus 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

PFE also operates a flect of over 
3,100 mechanically refrigerated piggy- 
back’ trailers, many of which are also 
suitable for controlled atmosphere serv- 
ice, 

Special Trains — faster than trucks 
and cheaper than air—crisscrossing the

We 
do not follow through on possibilities, history wise, as other states do. We have a 
very large potential, but do nothing about it. 

There being no further business, it was moved and seconded that the meeting 
adjourn.

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It has been brought to the attention of the membership of the Clatsop County 
Historical Society that the possibility exists that the National Lewis and 
Clark Trail Commission, established by Public Law 88-360, will be disbanded 
due to the termination of its Congressional authority. It does not appear 
at this time to be wise to suspend the activities of this body, since the 
cooperation established by it between Federal, State and local governments 
has not been brought to full fruition. Much planning remains to be 
accomplished, particularly in view of the legislation recently passed by the 
90th Congress authorizing the establishment of national trails, to include 
the Lewis and Clark Trail. 


The following listed points favor the continuity of this body, as follows 


A. The American public has become more aware of the significance of the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition through snes efforts of the Commission. However, 
despite the ever~increasing number of visitors, greater appreciation must be 
realized and this is being done by virtue of the coordination of the movement 
to recognize the historic landmarks of the expedition. To curb the leadership - 
of this body at this time would not be prudent. 


‘B. The Commission has stimulated each state along the Lewis and Clark 
Trail to take initiative in developing its own resources for promoting the 
establishment of the historic sites. They have eagerly responded, but the 
leadership of the, national commission is needed to provide the impetus for 
fulfillment of this work. . : 


C. Clatsop County, Oregon, is the site of one of the most important 

spots associated with the Lewis and Clark Expedition, the winter encampment 
of 1805-06, at Fort Clatsop. It was through the combined efforts of the 
citizens.of this vicinity that this site was given proper recognition, with 
this Society being foremost in providing leader sh! ip for this project. Yet, 
this national memorial is only a part of the whole story, and it is for the. 2 
mutual interest of the people of Clatsop County and other counties along the 
trail that the Commission continue to give guidance and leadership towards _ 
a united effort to accomplish the aoe of sek nee eae

Meeting called to order by the Vice Chairman, George Fulton, in the absence 


of the Chairman Ed Harvey. 


Members present: Trygve Duoos, Clarence Sigurdson, Dorothy Wootton, Irene

Meeting called to order by the Chairman, Ed Harvey. 

Members present: Ed Harvey, George Fulton, Jack Sutfin, Russell Bristow, Bill 
Foster, Dorothy Wootton, Ned Thorndike, Irene Altstadt, Eli 
McConkey, and Helen Gri ffith. 

Also present were: Jim Thomson, representing the Clatsop County Historical 
Society; Hiram C. Johnson, Chairman of County Commission; 
and Dick Thompson, of Thompsonts Astoria Granite Works. 

Ed Harvey reported on the progress made in production of City of Astoria map 
pointing out the Historic Homes of Astoria. Delivered 200 to Chamber office,downtown; 
400 to office on Coxcomb Hill; 400 to Clatsop County Historical Museum; 400 to Fort 
Clatsop; 200 to State Highway building; and 400 to Maritime Museum. Historic Homes 
of Astoria is title, asian date, builder, and location. 

Dorothy Wootton reported that thus far she has been unable to contact Enola 
Hughes. 

Jim Thomson stated that: give or take a couple, there are approximately 28 
homes and that these were Victorian types of homes. He just felt that these were 
those dated before 1900. Ed Harvey stated rie must be 75 years old or older to 
be classed as historic homes. Ed stated, whenever a home is discovered the matter 
should pass through this committee in order that the proper history be peed 
on them. 

Ed Harvey discussed the matter of the walkway at the Astoria Pioneer Cemetery. 
Says it has been prepared already; that Dick Thompson had centered the stone in the 
cemetery, and the walkway is off several inches from the stone setting. Says this 
must be changed in order that it line up with the center atone. 

It was moved by George Fulton and seconded by Bill Foster that the minutes of 
the previous meeting be accepted as read. Motion carried. 

At this time the Chairman, Ed Harvey, presented Dick Thompson to those present. 
Dick reported eee has been done, with perecenee to the Astoria Pioneer Cemetery. 


Also, he has done some research and preparation toward senate the spot of the Astoria 


and a monument at the Astoria Column. 
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Dick had prepared possible legends for the various landmarks and Ed asked that 
everyone take them home, look them over, and return with corrections .to be received 
by Ed Harvey no later than August 27. 

Dick presented a bill in the sun of $435.00 for relocation and setting of 13 
grave markers in Astoria Pioneer cemetery, $185.00 and Resetting and repairing 13 
monuments, $250.00.

ASTORIA FIRE: Dick reported that the plaque will fit on an 18" wide concrete 
column on the West side of Astoria Office Appliance Company. 12" wide by 18" high 
should be large enough for plaque. The fire started approximately 20 feet North of 
this marker and burned 32 square blocks of the city. Dick suggested this marker 
be made of black granite, with light packerounn lettering. Providing we don't add 
too much to the legend it should be installed and engraved and in place for $120.00. 

JAPANESE SHELLING OF COAST: Dick suggested a piece of granite 6" thick. Granite 
can be cleaned easily with acid and it will not disturb the stone. Stone would be in 
the shape of the State of Oregon, showing the submarine, the legend, and the spot on 
the coastline where the shelling took place. The dark nee are actually engraved 
into the stone. Will not make the engraving of the sub unless he can get the actual 
shape of the sub, along with the number of the sub.

Dick had a heavy cardboard sample Be the type of stone which would be set up, and 
it was a light gray in color. The stone to be used will be very slightly darker gray 
than the sample copy shown to the committee.

Dick says he would give their supplier an exact 
scale drawing of the State of Oregon and they will cut it. Will be imbedded ee an 
inch or two along with dowels into the concrete.

January 17, 1972 


The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 

In attendance were the following members: Bill Foster, Carl Labiske, Russell 
Dark, Ed Harvey, Arthur Dempsie, Margaret Green, Clarence Sigurdson, Ned Thorndike, 
Russell Bristow, George Fulton, and Helen Griffith. Also in attendance was County 
Commissioner Hiram C. Johnson, 

Margaret Green and Arthur Dempsie talked of the area where the first Custom 
House stood, including the triangle near Hauke's store. 

Chairman Ed Harvey thought we might wait for a time on this matter and then 
approach Mr. Hauke again to see if he might be interested in letting the property go. 

There being no questions on the minutes of the previous meeting, the chairman 
stated the minutes would be accepted as presented. 

George Fulton stated that the Chitwood matter had been turned over to the City 
of Astoria. It is to be presented before the Parks and Recreation Committee of the 
City of Astoria. 

Upon a question from one of the members, it was mentioned that Mike Hediger's 
wife is the present head of the Astoria Garden Club. 

Ed Harvey mentioned that he had talked with Gil Gramson of the City of Astoria 
about shrubs at the Pioneer Cemetery. 

Dr. Harvey suggested that Ned Thorndike get in touch with Gil Gramson. 

Ned Thorndike said that Dick Thompson is Chairman of the city Parks and 
Recreation Committee.

The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 


In attendance were the following members: Ned Thorndike, George Fulton, Trygve 
Duoos, Arthur Dempsie, Dorothy Wootton, Margaret Green, Dr. Ed Harvey, Eli McConkey, 
and Helen C. Griffith. 

The secretary reported no meeting was held in October due to a lack of quorum. 
Members who appeared in October were Dorothy Wootton, Margaret Green, Bill Foster, 
Russell Dark, and Helen Griffithe There were a number of members who were ill or 
who had ailing family members and a number of the members were out of town. 

A letter of resignation was received from Betty Snow, with explanation of her 
reason for needing to become inactive in the committee. The Committee accepted the 
resignation of Betty Snow, with a letter to go to her accepting her wishes but asking 
her to remain on in an advisory capacity, receiving copies of the minutes but not 
being asked to attend the meetings unless she should feel she wishes to do so.

INTRODUCTION. Among the many resources of economic importance is history. Many far- 
sighted communities have developed this resource into a source of outstanding economic 
gain. In most cases the dollar snvestment involved has been modest in relation to the 
dollar return. In some localities history has become "the principal industry". 
Comparatively, Clatsop County is unique in its historical heritage. Probably no 
community on the Pacific Coast is so rich in the drama, legend, fact and significance 
of its past. Much of this ‘resource’ remains for us to present. Very little has 

been done to date in a truly organized way outside of the limited but dedicated work 
of the Clatsop County Historical Society, more recently the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum and the Federal Government at Fort Clatsop. History must be packaged, labeled 
and presented to be attractive and interesting to the visitor. One area of interest 
must be coordinated with another to cohesively present the whole in good taste and to 
advantage. History thus becomes significantly representative to be publicized and 
promoted as a worthwhile end activity for the interested visitor. 


It is on the basis of the above facts that your County Commissioners have come to the 
following conclusions.

The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee was called to order by the 
chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 

Attending were the following: Ed Harvey, Ned Thorndike, Jack Sutfin, Russell 
Bristow, Russell Dark, Fred Andrus, Helen C. Griffith, and Hiram C. Johnson. 

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned letter sent to members, asking for historical 
information on waterfront properties. 

The first cement road that was ever constructed was laid in Clatsop County. 
Supposed to be the first one in the United States. This was mentioned to Dr. Ed 
Harvey by Dr. Jorma Leinassar.e This is the stretch of road from Miles Crossing 
to Hess's place on old Highway 101. Hiram Johnson to check on this. 

Chairman Ed Harvey asked secretary to try to get letters out to each committee 
member asking if they wish to remain as members of the committee. 

On November 3, 1973 the Society of Architectural Historians will be here 


to visit all the (holdphouses in the area. There will be a morning session in the 


Flag Ro the library. Four people are coming in, wanting to know how we 


mark our|hoOuses. They are coming in tonight, and plan to stay through Saturday. 


Dr. Harv said he may contact some of our members to assist him. 


Chairman Ed mentioned the fact that we have many historical groups and he feels 
we should pool our thoughts and actions to carry through the history of the county 
more completely. 

In discussing the matter of active membership, Chairman Ed mentioned that we 
should all try to bring someone in from the other areas of the county. 
| Dr. Harvey asked Margaret Green if she would be working on the houses in her 
area, with an idea to see to marking these homes. 

Chairman Ed Harvey asked Russell Bristow, Dorothy Wootton, and Russell Dark 
to act as a committee to work on the history, suggesting what we can do to unify 
and to bring all history together. : 

The November meeting is to be held on the 19th. 

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned the trek that was taken to the Knappa boat landing 
with about 25 people in attendance. They had a wonderful day, thanks to the 
Coast Guard. They picked up some artifacts and will make sure that this spot was 
the one where Lewis and Clark's longhouses were built. . 

The members discussed the museums and the type of things that should be 
accepted for display. 

It was brought out that Bob Drucker had mentioned to Dre Harvey and subsequently 
to Sheriff Carl Bondietti the fact that the digs below Seasidé have been damaged 
badly by vandals. Clarence Sigurdson says the property and digg belong to the Golf 
Course and the Smithsonian Institute was given permission to dig. 

Dr. Harvey announced that the fence posts for the Astoria Pioneer Cemetery have 


come in to Montgomery Wards and are just waiting for the check from the county. 
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The Chairman suggested to the Secretary that the members be asked to return 
comments on their letters by November 14. 

Some of the members discussed possible historic spots and one that was suggested 
was the boat landing for Greenwood Cemetery. 

It was suggested that Osmo Parhaniemi be contacted as he has something on the

Dorothy Wootton mentioned the old boat landing at Olney. , 

The old T.J.Potter was mentioned. The wreckage is across the highway from 
the Dairy Queen in Astoria.e Hiram Johnson said this was the first boat his dad 
sailed on when he came to Astoriae 

It was announced that an ordinance has been passed by the County Commission that 
the Sheriff can now go out and pick up these old junk cars and get rid of old abandoned 
decrepit buildings. 

Margaret Green had a question with reference to marking the old houses. If they 
have been changed they cannot be marked. 

Clarence Sigurdson mentioned an old house on Holladay Drive in Seaside that had 

4 burned, but that the owners are in the process of restoring it to its original

WHEREAS the Oregon Lewis and Clark Trail Heritage Foundation Committee 
is concerned with responsibility for preserving the integrity of Lewis and 
Clark expedition sites within the State of Oregon; and 

WHEREAS Fort Clatsop National Memorial, authorized by an Act of Congress 
in 1958, is the most important Lewis and Clark site in Oregon; and 

WHEREAS Fort Clatsop is located one mile SE of the proposed AMAX aluminum 
smelter at Warrenton, Oregon, in the path of prevailing winds from the north- 
west which blow directly across the Fort Clatsop site; and 

WHEREAS, the Oregon Lewis and Clark Trail Heritage Foundation Committee 
has taken cognizance of the various public statements of Governor Tom McCall, 
Chairman of the State Environmental Quality Commission Mr. B. A. McPhillips, 
and of various public statements of AMAX officials and particularly of the 
reported signed agreement between the AMAX Aluminum Company and the Oregon 
State University for the latter to do an eighteen-month study to be funded 
by $393,000 grant from AMAX; and 

WHEREAS the Oregon Lewis and Clark Trail Heritage Foundation Committee 
is seriously concerned about any development that might cause damage to the 
Fort Clatsop National Memorial or impair its historical integrity or in any way 
detract from the enjoyment of the increasing thousands of citizens WHOM Sil Leet.

The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee was called to order by 
the Vice Chairman, George Fulton. 

Attending were the following: Bill Foster, Fred Andrus, Dorothy Wootton, 
Margaret Green, Russell and Mrs. Dark, Ned Thorndike, Russell Bristow, Commissioner 
David Megrath, George Fulton, and Helen Griffith. 

It was moved by Russell Dark and seconded by Russell Bristow that the 
minutes of March 19, 1973 be approved as amended. Motion carried. | 

Chairman George Fulton explained to all present the matter of commemmoration 
of pioneer John Chitwood. He thought Dick Thompson's idea of putting granite 
around the base of the monument was good, since it would also help in sealing the 
cracks in the monument. Bill Foster explained that Dick Thompson had Irja Curtis! 
son take pictures of the Trajan monument, the original from which the idea of 
our column grew. 

Russell Dark mentioned that John Chitwood cut that road originally to get 
cedar wood off the hill. Judge Cornelius, Walter Akin, and another were the 
Trustees of the estate of John Chitwood. May Miller has all the information on 
this matter. 

ASTORIA FIRE. Bill Foster heard that a marker might be placed in the garden 
area of the U. S. National Bank. Dick Thompson had discussed the matter with 
officials of the bank and was told this would be alright if the garden area was 
used. If we had to use one of the parking stalls, this would be another matter. 
The site suggested is the garden bed on the South side of the block on the corner 
of 9th and Exchange. George Fulton said as far as he knows, and others felt this 
too, the property mentioned is City property. The committee members, George and 
Bill, will look into the matter and bring back a report as to two or three choices 
of location for said marker. 

Margaret Green mentioned the fact that Saturday afternoon she found almost no 
cars on 12th street and wondered why the city is considering charging a fee for 


parking. 
Charlie Stoner, brother of Lloyd, has the relics from the Galena on his back 


porch, according to a report tonight. 

Returning to the matter of the ASTORIA FIRE, the portals of the Weinhard 
Hotel were mentioned. Bill’Foster will approach the Historical Society about the 
possibility of placing the marker on this property. 

At this point, Chairman George Fulton welcomed Commissioner David W. Megrath 
to the meeting. 

Mr. Megrath explained the functions of the Oregon Coastal Conservation and 


Development Commission to the committee members, with reference to Historical 


Sites and matters including Clatsop County. 
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Mr. Megrath explained that the OCC&DC is to outline the planning needs of the 
Oregon Coastal strip, the boundary, of which, goes to the summit of the Coast Range 
as designated by legislative enactment. They are to inventory resources ad Mr. 
Megrath invites additional recommended sites for OCC&DC, the purpose of this being 
to provide information back to legislature, who will ultimately guarantee the 
preservation of certain sites on the Coast. 

Commissioner Megrath left a copy of the document, compiled by the OCC&DC, 
referring to historical points of interest along the cost, with the secretary, who 
is to make a copy of each page referring to Clatsop County for each member and 
as them to bring a listing of their own on historical sites of interest to the 
next meeting, along with comments on the OCC&DC articles as to authenticity. 

Russell Bristow mentioned the Bumble Bee owned property, including the old 
post office, at Clifton, the bunk house, and the holly tree that came around the 
Horn. Mr. Bristow also mentioned the flume up there at Wauna. He had talked with 
Mrs. Vera Brecke and she mentioned they used to water horses there when she used 
to go by going to school. Mrs. Brecke probably could give us more information. 

Suggested that we check out No. 6. It should be Pulp Mill rather than paper 

mill. W. H. Brayme started this. 
Add: Elmore Cannery - Marked 
First Trullingers' Electric Power - Marker 
Marker at 10th and Commercial Streets re. Morning Astorian newspaper 

George Fulton mentioned the old T. J. Potter. They tried to remove a part of 
it but unable to do so thus far. Thought it might be of historical significance. 
Hiram Johnson and Rolf Klep had tried to remove the rudder, but it is stuck tight. 

Dorothy Wootton said that contrary to the March minutes, she had called Mr. 
Larson. 

It was mentioned that the house where Richard Blakely lives should be marked. 
It is located at 14th and Franklin Streets on the Northwest corner. Pat Gallaghers 
and Tallents lived there at one time. 

The chairman mentioned the Astor school being renamed Adair school. Pies 
Griffith to contact Hiram Johnson regarding this matter to see what can be done 
about it. 

Commissioner David Megrath mentioned that the 4th of May the Board of County 

_ Commissioners will meet at Knappa on the proposed boat ramp and parking lot. Mr. 
Megrath had spoken with Dr. Harvey about the area and felt that those present should 
they feel there is any jeopardy in putting this site there, we should mention it. 
According to Dr. Harvey some Indian log houses had, at one time, been built on 

the headland. Crown Zellerbach owns the bluff area. The boat launch ramp will be 
pet to the East of the present dock and directly opposite the headland or bluff area. 
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Mr. Megrath feels a more careful look needs to be taken at this for a 
launch ramp and parking area as related to other possible sites. He feels that 
in time it might grow beyond proper bounds and spoil the historical site. Rusell 
Bristow agrees with this thought. 

George Fulton asked Ned Thorndike if slips could be taken from the holly tree 
at Clifton so they would grow. Mr. Thorndike says it can be done but he wouldn't 
be successful at it himself. It needs a certain kind of soil and to be taken at a 
certain time of the year or possibly seedlings could be obtained. 

George Fulton also mentioned the monkey trees in the area and asked if anyone 
knew of the origin of these trees. It was suggested that someone might ask Albert 
Grimberg, since they have one in their yard. 

Chairman George Fulton mentioned Dr. Owens Adair, who was his great aunt - 
his grandmother's cousin. She was a dressmaker and milliner and went to legisla- 
ture as a divorcee and was promoting the use of sterilization. This was all done 
at a time when such things were considered quite shocking. 

Since there was no further business to come before the meeting it was moved 
by Russell Dark and seconded by Russell Bristow that the meeting adjourn. Motion 


carried.

May 21, 1973 


The Clatsov County Historical Advisory Committee was called to order by 
the chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 

Attending were the following: Clarence Sigurdsen, Dr. Harvey, Russell 
Dark, Ned Thorndike, Russell Bristow, Bill Foster and Dorothy Wootton. 

As the minutes of the meeting of April 16th were not available, the infor- 
mal discussion centered upon activities of the group. 

Dr. Harvey introduced Wes Hutton and Kim Kreilans, the two students of 
architecture at the Lower Cotumbia Community College, who are making a survey 
of old houses in Astoriae To date they have located 64 houses and believe 11 
to be authentic. Their procedure has been to photograph the front and two sides 
of each. Notes are being kept, especially of houses where obvious changes have 
been made. Their plan is to interview occupants in the houses. To date few 
antagonistic owners have been mete : 

Dr. Harvey announced that Ned Thorndike has requested becoming an advisory 
member of the committee. He also mentioned the following people for membership; 
George McLean, Al Grimberg, Jean MacDonald, George Fox, Fred Andrus, who is 
already a member, Allan Fenton and Mrs. Henson (?). Mrse MacDonald, a history 
major, is very interested in this area's history. Her Girl Scout group is 
planning to place flowers or wreaths on all graves in Pioneer Cemetery as a 
Memorial Day tribute. 

There seemed to be some confusion regarding the placement of the Portals 
of the Past to commemmorate the fire. Bill Foster was asked to explain the 
action recorded in the minutes. It appears that no definite action has been 
taken, 

The chairman asked if any report had been made by the Garden Club of its 
plan to locate and study old gardens in this areas No information was available.’ 

The Clifton holly tree was brought into discussion by Russell Bristow. 
After several theories regarding the development of a tree by using a slip and 
certain hormones, Mr. Bristow was asked to make this a project of his own. 

The opinion was that perhaps the Maritime Museum would be glad to find a place 
for it in its new park. 

Clarence Sigurdson announced June 9 and 10 as the dates for the Seaside 3 
Historical Society antique show at the Convention Center. 

Preparation for the commemmoration of the 200th anniversary of this country 
was brought up by Dr. Harvey. He has contacted Nancy Hanks, the government 
representative in this field, regarding the loan of some valuable dishes and 

pewter dating to the Revolutionary War, She has promised her cooperation in 
developing an exhibit. He urged that local people be asked to loan items for 
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exhibit. He has about 10 that he is willing to loan after insurance is arranged. 

Mr. Sigurdson mentioned Bessie Robinson, daughter of Hiram Grey, who built 
the first dike in this areas He also reported that no part of the first Court 
House in Lexington remains as it was torn down in 1930. It was interesting to 
learn that Verna Bates had compiled statistics on all schools in the county. 
None of these schools is now in existence. 

Russell Bristow feels that it might be worthwhile to contact the Burlington- 
Great Northern Railway asking them to finance the repairs to the base of the 
column. 

Other brief discussions touched on correspondence, finances, and the 
Historical and Archaeological Site Inventory as prepared by the Oregon Coastal 
Conservation and Development Commission and given to us for study by Mr. Megrath. 

It was decided the last meeting until fall will be held on June 18, 1973.

ASTORIA — A three-ton 
relic of the fire which wiped 
out the business district here 
50 years ago soon may be 
erected in downtown Astoria 
as a permanent memorial of 
the fire.

The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee meeting was called 
to order by the Chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 

In attendance were the following: Clarence Sigurdson, Dorothy Wootton, 
Bill Foster, Jack Sutfin, Ned Thorndike, Dr. Ed Harvey, and Helen Griffith. 
Also present were Commissioner Hiram C. Johnson and a guest, Sam Foster from 
Seaside. 

Dr. Harvey read an interesting Christmas card received and made it 
available for the members to see. 

The November minutes were considered by the committee and accepted 
for the records, as stated by Chairman Ed Harvey. The October minutes were 
accepted by the committee, with a correction. The last paragraph should read 
8:00 P. M. rather than 8:00 A. Me 

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned that Verne Stratton is the new president 
of the Clatsop County Historical Society. 

Chairman Ed Harvey asked Clarence Sigurdson to report on the Seaside 
Historical Society. Mr. Sigurdson noted that Seaside has 69 members in their 
Historical Society, which was organized about two years ago when they had 
the Community progress meetings. They started.out with only six or seven 
members, charging five dollars per year membership. They started with 22 
members this last year and now have 69 members. Mr. Sigurdson said they had 
asked Crown Zellerbach for a grand to build a building and went to the City 
to ask for a lot to put it on. They asked for the block between fifth and 
sixth on Necanicum Drive and the City signed a Resolution allowing the 
Society to build on this property. The reason that they were so excited 
over this subject of a building is the fact that the Smithsonian will send 
many artifacts, received from this area, back to the area for display if - 

a building, with a sprinkler system, can be built. They are working toward 
this end. 

Clarence Sigurdson says the only drawback to this property is that it 
is a big hole and first must be filled before it can be built upon, so they 
are in the market for any dirt anyone wants to give them. 

Clarence Sigurdson reported on the Warren House. Mr. Sigurdson talked 
with Dick Baldwin about marking the house by a sign on the street rather 
than on the property. Mr. Baldwin said just to forget all about asking 
for permission and go ahead and do it. Hiram Johnson thought they were 
planning on tearing down the house to put in a big trailer esis ifethiscis 


to happen, Ed Harvey suggested we do nothing further until we know about the 
results on this property. 
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Chairman Ed Harvey said Cannon Beach is going ahead on planning 
their Historical Society. The property is just the other side of the 
Community Center, in the city park. 

Margaret Sroufe will be on the Lewis & Clark Committee, as mentioned 
by Ed Harvey. Dr. Harvey also said we need a person from the Seaside area 
to serve on this Lewis & Clark Committee. 

With reference to the little church in Hammond, Chairman Ed Harvey 
says he has done nothing further since we heard from Karsten Sjoli, who 
said it could be moved. Dr. Harvey had called Chuck Bergerson twice with 
reference to removal but either he did not get the message or was busy 
and didn't get back to Ed. Anyway, nothing has been done. Hiram Johnson 
says he will get in touch with Chuck Bergerson and have a report ready 
for the next meeting. Dr. Harvey is worried about how it will be paid 
for when it is moved, but he feels it will be quite expensive. 

Chairman Ed Harvey brought up the subject again of having at least three 
Mini Historic Districts here and Sam Foster had the following places to 
add as suggestions: Hug Point, Bradley State Park, Westport Ferry, 
Desdemona Sands, Tunnel started in Saddle Mountain area, Hammond Mill 
boiler house, Coast Guard memorial to the men lost at Peacock Spit, 

Haystack Rock at Cannon Beach, suggested the Courthouse would be interesting 
to people out of state, and asked also about the monkey trees in the area 
as interesting to those out of state. 

The three mini districts mentioned by Chairman Ed Harvey are: one 
on Grand Avenue, one on Franklin Avenue, and one on Bond Streete Dre 
Harvey asked if anyone had objections to getting college students to help 
in survey of areas to see if we can't get some help from them. Dr. Harvey 
says he cannot do it himself. If Dr. Harvey has our support he will go ahead 
and contact the college. 

Clarence Sigurdson asked about the back bar that came off the Galena,

The members discussed the year 1882 when so many fishing boats were 
lost because of the bad storm. There was a lot of fish out at the bar and 
when the storm arose, many of the fishermen could not make it back to port 
Sixty-five boats werelost and most of the bodies washed up 


and were loste 
on Sand Island. The ship North Bend was also mentioned. The ship went aground 
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on Peacock Spit and could not be removed. 

Clarence Sigurdson mentioned that he has been writing a book, which 
he has just finished, and he is entitling it Childhood Days. 

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned Fort Stevens, mentioning the State Park's 
putting a museum out there, taking up some of the room, and also the 
249th organization would like to make such a museum. Dr. Harvey feels the 
249th group is the better of the two ideas. 

The Freeman Battery was developed in 1862 at the time of the Civil War. 
It had a moat around it. Dr. Harvey says the Historical Society is backing 
this matter. The Highway Department does plan a museum down there, just 
opposite Battery Russell, in the open area. 

Glen Christensen owns part of the officers' quarters at Fort Stevens 
and Mrs. Olney owns a great deal of the property at Fort Stevens, with the 
Army Engineers having the section that is fenced off. 

Chairman Ed Harvey asked Dorothy Wootton and Bill Foster to act as a 
nominating committee for a new chairman. 

Sam Foster expressed the desire to be notified of our future meetings, 
saying he would like to attend as many as possible and to keep in touch with 
our committee.

Capt. J.H.D. Gray’s House 


Ireland made a practice of keeping his 
readers informed on the construction of 
houses throughout the city. He would make 
a note of the plans to build and then use 
follow-up stories on the construction and 
subsequent occupancy of these residences.

1881, he wrote stories on houses built by 
Otto Peterson, Mrs. Bandollet and Gen. 
Adair. In 1883, he described the con- 
struction of the Crow, Page, Kindred, 
Twombley, Capt. Merryman, Leinen- 
weber, Gallager and Carruthers houses, 
the last one mentioned being the first brick 
residence built in the city. And in 1885, he 
noted the beginning of construction of 
houses for Capt. Flavel, Col. Taylor, and 
D.K. Warren. 

But it took an out-of-town writer to 
describe another facet of the living habits 
of Astorians. This unknown writer came to 


town and was amazed to find many people. 
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hay be there yet, a bit rundown p perhaps, 
_ but a house like Mr. Jackson’s would 
probably outlast ten brick buildings. You 
see, Mr. R.E. Jackson lived in the stump of 


a tree. 


There is really nothing so strange about 
this. Down in Tillamook County, in its 


historical museum, there is a replica of a . 


tree stump in which one of the first settlers 

in that area lived for a time. So there is a 

precedent for this type of dwelling. 
Lewis and Clark Area 

Jackson’s house was about 12 miles from 
Astoria in the Lewis and Clark district. He 
apparently found the big stump, dug 
around the roots of the monster, trimmed 
it out, cut a door and a window, and made a 
habitable room about 9x15 feet that ‘‘beats 
nothing all to pieces’, as the ‘“‘Astorian” 
said in an article written in 1885. 

The ‘‘Astorian’”’ was always interested in 
houses and its early pages are filled with 
accounts of the places in which people 
lived. D.C. Ireland, the founder of the 
newspaper, was especially rabid on this 
‘subject, constantly boosting the con- 
struction of residences and sniping away 
at businessmen in the community who 
persisted in erecting buildings for other 

ses. 

In 1877, he leveled a blast at this prac- 
tice: 

‘Gentlemen, do for heaven’s sake build 
us something in Astoria besides brothels 
and their attendant iniquities. We have 
had quite enough of them. Put your money 
into dwelling houses for respectable 
families, who would come here for their 
permanent homes, were it not for the 
growing and paralyzing influences of this 
immoral element. Do give us a rest from 
any more such fictitious appearance of 
_ business, and we do here allude to every 
one of these pestilential blotches on the 
fair fame of Astoria. For each one of these 
that are built, ten respectable families are 
kept away. Society suffers, the best in- 
terests of society suffer, our deserving 
little city suffers from the blight. Shall we

Information in Column 

Ireland was a genial soul, well-liked, and 
highly regarded by the citizens of Astoria. 
One of the most engaging features of the 
‘“‘Astorian’”’ of the 1870’s was a column in 
which he set down from day to day, odd 
bits of interesting information and this 
column is a good scource for information 
on the old houses of Astoria. Many times, 
he would simply put in a brief item 
without regard for the exact location of the 
house which leaves researchers in a bit of 
a quandary when trying to pin down the 
exact date of the building of any individual 
house in the city. 

In 1877, he inserted the following items 
into his column. 

May 26—Capt. N.F. Mudge is preparing 
to build a new house for his residence. 

June 2—Hon. W.D. Hare is preparing to 
build a residence for himself in this city. 

ine 22—A fine residence for Capt. E.C. 
Merriman, Inspector of the 13th 
Lighthouse district is now going up. 

Occasionally, Ireland would expand the 
news story, using it as a kind of editorial. 
On July 29, 1877, he wrote: 

“‘The fine two-story house built by Capt. 
Boelling in the orchard on the corner of 
Astor and Lafayette streets (8th and 
Exchange) is now completed and has been 
leased to Mr. E.C. Holden, who will move 
into it with his family sometime this week. 
Good dwelling houses for rent are scarce 
in this city. We are informed that there 
were four of five heads of families who 
were applicants for Capt. Boelling’s nice, 
new house.”’ 

J.F. Halloran, the second owner of the 
“‘Astorian’”’ kept up the practice and in

ving in boats ‘and SCOWS, anchored or tied 
under the business section of the city, 
going to and from their floating résidences 
by the use of ladders attached to their 
homes and leading up to the main streets 
of the city, directly overhead. 

Mr. Jackson’s stump house is probably 
gone now as are the boats and scows under 
the city, but many of the fine old 
residences built during the late 1800’s are 
still standing and add a great deal to the 
appearance of the city, which owes a debt 
of gratitude to the many citizens who have 
purchased these old houses and renovated 
them in the style of their original con- 
struction.

George Fulton asked Commissioner Johnson about the recent meeting on 
the restoration of Fort Astoriae Commissioner Hiram Johnson represents the 
county interestSon the committee, and he said,ss to the article in the 
Daily Astorian, that the hospital does not want to expand any further and 
are going to tear down the St. Mary's hospital portion of Columbia Memorial, 
and then build additional space at the 16th Street edifice. 

Commissioner Johnson said that first a letter will come to the City of 
Astoria and go to their Planning Commissione Mre Johnson also mentioned that a 
portion of Fort Astoria (Fort George) site was where the offices of the St. 
Mary's Hospital now stand. 

It was suggested that the committee write a letter to the City of Astoria, 
urgining them, under their Parks Department, to take the necessary steps to 
undertake the restoration of Fort Astoria - to spearhead such a drivee This 
would come in the way of a recommendation from this committee. 

A lively discussion was held on the possibilities of achieving such a 
goal. 

It was moved by Dorothy Wootton and seconded by Carl Labiske that this 
committee urge the City of Astoria sponsor the project of reconstructing Fort 
Astoriae Motion carried. 

It was moved by Clarence Sigurdson and seconded by Russell Bristow that 
the minutes be accepted as presentede Motion carried. 

Bill Foster mentioned the extreme end of Tongue Point as a possibility 
for a parke 

Russell Dark mentioned talking with Dick Thompson. Mr. Dark said he 
had coimmunication from Wendell Wyatt that Tongue Point is now in the hand of 
the Department of Labor. Carl Labiske mentioned the pictures that Reuben Jensen 
had taken of the areas It was also mentioned that there are 117 tunnels underground 
at Tongue Point, which were ammunition storage spots. 

The subject of the ASTORIA FIRE marker came before the committee. It 
was mentioned that Dick Thompson is still working with the bank on this mattere 
Since he knows the pillars can be moved he will now proceed. 
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It was mentioned by those present that Sunday, April 16, 1972 was the 
biggest day the Columbia River Bridge has had yete They were putting through 
400 campers per hour. 

The committee discussed the brochures for advertising the history of our 
areae Carl Labiske says people want to know what we have to offer in information. 

Russell Bristow mentioned he has not had an opportunity to speak with the 
Kiwanis Club about the Weinhard Hotel portals. 

Dorothy Wootton mentioned possible marking of old Tagg home. 

The old town hall of Lexington was mentioned againe It is still standing. 
It is an old home. Clarence Sigurdson said years ago it was owned by Charlie 
Norrise 

Russell Bristow mentioned the historic site at Cliftone Bumble Bee would 
like to include store if we restore any of sitee Suggested that Russell find 
out if they would be willing to set the property aside for park purposes by 
lease to the county. If this could be done, then it probably could be included 
in the county insurancee This would absolve Bumble Bee from any liability toward 
damages incurred. 

It was mentioned again how nice the tunnel at Westport looks and Mr. Fulton 
thought perhaps we should use that same type of sign to mark the location for 
the WWII shelling at Delaura Beach. 

It was moved by Dorothy Wootton and seconded by Clarence Sigurdson that we 
request the County Commission to authoriz e this committee to spend the amount 
of money necessary to have an appropriate marker for Fort Stevens, of a type that 
is at the Westport tunnel. Motion carried. 

Carl Labiske asked if anyone had mentioned the markers at the old entrance 
to the City of Astoriae The committee discussed the matter and thought perhaps 
we should wait until the relocation of the highway has been accomplished. 

It was suggested by Hiram Johnson that perhaps Carl Labiske should be a comm~ 
ittee of one to promote this matter. George Fulton felt that perhaps Carl is 
too close to it, perhaps it should be someone elsee 

Several of the members discussed the pros and cons of the aluminum plant 
being built. 

The May 15 meeting is to be held in Cannon Beach, with arrangements to be 
made at a later datee 

Margaret Green mentioned that the dedication of the post office is under 
study and awaiting agreed time by Dr. Sullivan. 


There being no further business to come before the committee, the meeting

Mre Bob Gilmore of the Cannon Beach Historical Society, was introduced and 
asked if he wished to present anything to those presente Mre Gilmore mentioned 
the Society had decided on two points: 

1. The Point at which Lewis & Clark rendered the whale blubber into the 
oil, on the North side of Elk Creek. Ed Harvey asked if they could authenticate 
this placement, and Mr. Gilmore said that Mr. Frisbie had authenticated the loca-= 
tion of the site. Ben Knight, City Councilman, says Mre Frisbie had given him 
this informatione The land has been filled sincee Mre Knight has drawn out the 
site for Bob Gilmore. Where the post should be is where a rock sea wall now 
stand, so no possibility of finding any remnants of the first marker. 

Clarence Sigurdson thought bones dug out from beneath roots on the North 
side of the creek and about 1% blocks West of the bridge and 150 feet East 
of the cabins out there were the whale bones from that whale rendered by Lewis 
and Clarke This was noticed by Clarence Sigurdson in the early 1920's. 

Bob Gilmore said the stake was in the existing road right-of-way and they 
wondered if it was not still a public right-of-waye To Mre Knight's knowledge 
this is still a public right-of-way although it appears to be privately owned 
property at the present time. 

Ed Harvey said to get the details and check into it thoroughly and we will 
provide the marker. Dr. Harvey spoke of this since he is on the State Committee 
and he will call Mrs. Watkins at 436-2235 in order that he might reach Bob 
Gilmore. 

2. Mre Gilmore was not sure of the second point of interest the Cannon Beach 
Society was interested in working on, but believed it to be the cable markings on 
a tree at Indian Beach. He also talked of the Bills Hotel and Travis Tyrrell said 
they were speaking of putting up a historical marker. . 

Clarence Sigurdson presented the information on a bried summary of the 
Smithsonian sponsored excavations in the Seaside area with comments on the 
archeological resources of western Clatsop County, which was compiled by George 
Phebus and Robert Me Drucker in September of 1971. Copies of this article will 


be made by the secretary and mailed to the committee members, as well as forwarding

Leon Settem says there are shell beds showing up now, about twenty feet

on the shell mound in Ecola State Park, on the trail to Crescent Beach from the 
main Ecola parking road. Bob Gilmore said they found such a mound in the past 
yeare A chunk of slide material broke away on the cliff, pee ienis mound to 
jight. Bones were spread all the way down the hill. They found the major part 
of it by picking around on the bank. Ed Harvey will send Bob Drucker down to 
see Bob Gilmore. 

Ed Harvey mentioned that the portals of the Weinhard Hotel are very 
beautiful. Irene Altstadt said the Weinhard Brewery people built the hotel 
in the first place, which is why it was given that name. 

George Fulton says they will be placed within fifty feet of the origin 
of the fire now. 

Ed Harvey asked the Cannon Beach group to follow through on the two items 
they mentioned. 

The secretary was asked to send copy of minutes regarding the tree to 
Bob Gilmore and Barbara Watkins, president of Cannon Beach Historical Sockty. 

There being no further business to come before the meeting, the committee 
adjourned said meeting with George Fulton recognizing Hiram Johnson, who was 
celebrating his birthday that day. 

Following the meeting a large birthday cake was presented and coffee and 


cake were enjoyed by all who attended.
